It is this one thought which filled 
the hearts of the rescued women when 
they were taken on board the Carpa- 
thia after hours afloat on the sea, 
coming to a realization of life after 
they had gazed into the valley of the 
shadows. The presence on the boat of 
many wives with their husbands 
served to bring back more Keenly than 
anything else in the world the anguish 
of their loss, Mrs. Futrelle stated, but 
it was lessened in the thought that— 

“Our men have died to save us.” 

Mrs. Futrelle reached the city from 
New York at 5 o'clock Thtrsday aft- 
ernoon, and went straight to the home 
of her mother, Mrs. D. G. Peel, who 
met her at the station. 

“Tl have no plans, I do not know 
what I am going to do. They are 
bringing in many bodies and I may 
have to go to Washington. I can't 
tell,” she said in answer to questions 
about the future, and the possibility, 
expressed in the hope of her many 
friends, that she woud make her home 
in Atlanta now.

Unemployed and Age Limit. 
(Chicago Record-Herald.) 

Much has been written about the 
“age limit’ for wage-earners. It has 
been said often that men of 40 or 45 
find it difficult to obtain new jobs, 
because young men are preferred by 
most employers. That ought to make 
it comparatively easy for the young 
man to obtain work, but in a paper 
recently read before the _ Statistical 
Society of England it was asserted 
that in some populous districts of 
England 67 per cent of the men out of 
work are under 45. The author of the 
paper, Mr. Paton, claimed to have 
found that one-third of all the unem- 
ployed in the country, not counting 
those out of the work because of 
strikes, are under 30. 

The cause of this condition seems to 
be, from Mr. Paton's analysis, the 
fact that many young men in England 
have no trade or steady employment. 
They are “casual workers” from boy- 
hood at low wages. Many industries 
have need of the casval worker in all 
countries, but the English figures 
lead to the question of what can be 
done to lessen the number and im- 
prove the condition of such workers. 

Vocational schools seem _ to offer 
the most hope. If the supply of the 
casually employed could be drawn 
wholly from those only temporarily 
out of work, the situation would be 
vastly better for the individual worker 
and for the state.
